Suali we Encourage Boys to 
Stay on the Farm? 


From the Prairia Farmer. 


By all means, if they want to stay; if 
they have a taste for furm life, and take to 
it more kindly than any other pursuit. If 
a boy takes an honest pride in turning a 
straight furrow, rearing fine calves and 
building fine bay stacks, doubtless the farm 
is the place for him. If he prefersto go to 
the country fair to attending Dan_Rice’s 
circus, if he selects the Prairie Farmer, 
that camein the same mail with the New 
York Ledger, the boy has a taste for furm- 
ing that it will do well to encourage. 


But how about the other boys, to whom 
farming is an uncongenial employment, and 
whose only lively step in the field is taken 
when the trumpet calls to dinner? Shall 
we encourage them to stay on the farm, 
with the fact staring us in the face that 
thoy have no natural aptitude for the busi- 
ness, and consequently will never become 
good farmers? Much as we respect and 
honor the pursuit of agriculture, we think 
we should not, We cannot see how either 
the farm or the boys are to be benefitted 
by the procedure, The fact is, we have too 
many poorly managed farms, and too many 
poor farmers to hold out inducements for 
increasing the number of them. 

Tr would be w much wiser course, every 
wy, to Hod out what a boy fa good for, if 
Inileed, he is good for anything in parti 
cular, before you encourage him to adopt 
avy particular calling, If the only good a 
boy ever did about a farm was to repair the 
pwops, hang gates, make mole-traps, putin 
rake teeth, file the saw, hang the grind - 
stone, and he did these well, obviously the 
farm is not the place for lim, buta machine 
sliop is, 

Ifa boy will walk balfa dozen miles, 
after the days’ work is done, to hear a 
political speech, if he takes time from his 
play to attend triala before before 4 justice 
of the peace, and sits up half the night, 
when he is going to school, to learn de 
clamations which bring down the house at 
spelling school, most likely he will do the 
world mpre good if you put a law book and 
not a manure fork into his hand, 

If he earns more money tracing jack— 
knives and fisteimes On rainy days, than be 
does hoeing potatoes and cutting graiw in 
fair weather, give him a cl@nce to handle 
a yardstick, and not hav#him uround 
troubling other boya who ore handling 
horse-rakes and pitch-forks, and like the 
employment. 

Aguip, ifa boy is skillful in skinning 
smal! animals and atuffing birds, if he prac 
tised making pills of mud when he was a 
cbild nud extracted teeth from the jaws of 
dead horses with pincers when he gor older; 
it he reads physivlogies when his brethers 
are engaged in perusing Robinson Crusow, 
he will be fur more likely to succeed with 
aw luncet than with a scythe, 

It has become very fnshionuble lately to 
exbort farmers to encourige their boys to 
stay on the farm irrespective of their abili- 
ty or taste to become good farmers ; but 
we cannot see the propriety of it, On the 
other hand we see muny good reasons why 
hoys who do not promise to become good 
farmers should be encouraged to try their 
hands at sometbing else while they are still 
young. Because a boy wus born on a farm 
it is no reaevon why he should alwaye etay 
there if nature gave him gift for something 
elve, butdenied him the inherent faculties 
of becowing a successful farmer, Io Indin 
persons ure born into a Caste but can never 


wet outot it, To ancient Egypt children 
were obliged to follow the occupation of 
their parents to the latest time, But we 
have never heard of any good, but have 


beard of & good deul of evil coming from 
{t. The farm is a good pluco for boys to 
stay on unless they lave an aversion to farm 
life, and have, at the same time, a strong 
inclination to go Into some other kind of 
business that is more congenial to him ; 10

The Interest Act of Canada. 


‘The following is the Bill tutroduced by Mr 
Bowell to limit the rate of Interest, 

W bereas it is expedient to assimilate the laws 
now in force In the different Provinces of the 
Dowlplon of Canada, relating to the rate of 
interest which may be taken for the loan or for- 
bearnnce of TipReyE oY money's worth ;. There- 
fore Her Majesty by, and with the advice and 
consent of the Sévate, aud House of Commons 
of Canada, enacts as follows ; 

1, Contracts made and entered Into before 
this Act comes loto force, shall haye the same 
force and effect, as if It had not been passed, 

+, Banks and Baoking Logtitutiove shall not 
be uffected by the pabalhe of this Act, except, 
lo ao furas relates to the penalty berelpofter 
provided, 

8, As respect Corporations or Associations 
expressly authorized by act of Parliament to 
lend money ata higher nite of Joterest, than 
alx per centum, per annum, therate which they 
may respectively lawfully stipulate, take, re- 
serve, or exact, shallremain os now limited by 
such Act. 

4. Six percentum per annum, shall be the 
rato of interest In all cases, where by the agree- 
ment of the parties or by law interest Is pay- 
able, and no rate bas been fixed by the partics 
or by law. 

5. It shall not be lawful upon any contract, 
to take directly or lodirectly for the loan of any 
tMoney or money's worth, above the value of 
seven dollars, for the advance or forbearance 
Of ove hundred doll for one year, and 80 
after that rate fora greater or less sum or value, 
or for a longer or shorter time. 


6. All bonds, bills, promissory notes, cou- 
tracts and aseurances whatsoever, except as 


for indivo blue, and Js now used very exten

The following je the Hon, Brnua FLInt’s 
speech in the Benate.on the occasion of 
the petition of Geo, W. Jones for diyorce, 
coming before that body, The objection 
taken by Mr, Plint sgainst the reception of 
the petition was held good by the Speaker, 
and the petition was thrown out :~ 


Hon, Mr, FLINT moved that the potition of 
George W. Jones, of the village of Port 
Porry, in the County of Ontario, praylog for 
on Act to dissolve his marriage with Ann 
Catherine Martin, benot received. He said 
the woman whom the pétitioner wished to 
divorce had been living for some time with 
her unele in a village where her father kept 
4 public house, She did not wish to place 
herself under the roof of her parents, because 
there was « Jarge concourse of people there 
from time to time, while she desired to live 
in # quiet place, Her husband wrote her a 
numbor of letters from time to time, address. 
log her as his wife, She continued to recelye 
those letters fora period of fourteen months 
after sle left home. ‘The first information 
she received that she was going to be placed 
inher present unfortunate position was by 
seeing she was advertised In the papers as 
having committed adultery. No steps had 
been taken to give her the notice required 
She was ready at any time to recelye any 
papers which milght be served upon her,— 
She never tried to hide Herself from any one, 
except at one time when she thought an at~ 
ttempt was madé to carry her away, not by 
her husband, bat by persony lurking around 
the house where slie waa living.’ The hus- 
band now, after an absence of two years 
from her, seeks a divorce, He comes down 
to this hon, House and seeks the means of 
rending the marringe tle, He does not coni- 
Mence anaction against those with whom he 
saysele hos been guilty of adultery. He 
ling taken no steps except the one he has 
taken to bring it before this House, It is 
very hard if the Jawa of ourcountry are not 
sufticlent to punish those who have done 
Mrs, Jones decided wrong. He should 
have endeavored to punish the Individual 
who had broken up family ties, No such 
attempt had been made, but fostead, after an 
absence of two years, during which he had 
been in the thabte of writing objectionable 
letters to hig wite, he asks to get rid of her, 
by a Bill to be passed by this honorable 
House. This was the posstion, so fur as he 
(Mr, Filnt) could understand it, He thought 
the petition was wrong in many polots, and 
was not admisgable under the 7ith, 75th, 
‘76th and 78th rules of tho House. He wos 
nota lawyer, but he (ook a common sense 
view of the matter. The 74th rale provided 
that" A copy of the notice in writing is to 
be served, at the instance of the applicant, 
Upon the person from whom the divorce in 
sought, if the residence of such person can 
be ascertained, and proof on oath of such 
service, or of the attempta made to effuct it, 
to the satistaction of the Senute, is to be ad. 
duced before the Senate on the reading of 
the petition.” That rule had not been com= 
plied with, Her legal adviser has said that 
no such notice has been served ; if she had the 
notice she would haye let her legal adviser 
know sho had received it, The 84th section 
provides tliat “ Every applicant for a Bill of 
ivorce at the time of presenting the peti. 
tion is to pay Into the hands of the Clerk of 
the Senate u sum of one huadred dollars to 
cover the expenses which may be Incur~ 
red by the Senate during the progress of 
the Bill.”

shortest and cheapest but with regard to 
grade the most important. Affecting the 
running future expenses it was infinitely 
superior to any other line, Moreover it 
was well known that the North Shore 
route wWhs less liable to be blocked up with 
soow. Besides, the frontier route would 
have to engage in a ruinous competition 
with the existing lines of traffic. With re- 
gard to public opinion in Noya Scotia as 
far as his knowledge went, the North Shore 
route received the most emphatic appro- 
val, He was bound frankly to confess that 
it would be many years before the line 
would produce a revenue to the country, 
but the experience of Railway companies 
in Neva Scotia justified him in saying that 
new life and prosperity would be imparted 
to the whole country through which the 
railway would pass, and thus the whole 
country would be indirectly benefitted. In 
his opinion the North Shore line would 
ultimately proye to be of immense advan- 
tage to Ontario. Every member of the 
House was aware of the importance of 
inter-continential communication—thecap- 
itahsts of England were spending their 
money lavishly in an attempt to shorten 
the distance between the two continents, 
He argued that by the Intercolonial rail 

way two days would be saved in reaching 
England, and he believed the day was not 
far distant whea the line’ would become 
the great highway between the two con- 
tivents, This yiew of the question~ had 
raised it to one of immense national im- 
portunce, St. Johns, Newfoundland, was 
enly 1,640 miles from Queenstown, and 
by building a railroad across Newfoundland 


of 250 miles—a perfectly practicable 
scheme—the port of Shippegan, N. B, 
which possessed capital harbor for 
seven months in the year would be 


broughtinto direct communication with 
England, and the great cities of the weet 
would be brought nearer to Liverpool by 
266 miles than by the route by way of 
Halifax. But without building a mile of 
the railway in Newfoundland Shippegan 
was nearer to Liverpool bp way of Belle 
Isle by 127 miles thun by way of Malifax. 
This being the case no part of the Domin- 
ion would benefit more from the northern 
lime than the west. He was satisfied that 
Halifax with allits adventures could not 
compete with New York, but for several 
months in the year the shipping being so 
much nearer to Liverpool it conld undoubt- 
edly command a large portion of the inter- 
continental traffic. He argued also that 
St. John would benefit greatly by the north 
shore line, because it would command the 
mail and the greater part of the passenger 
traffic from England to New York. The 
Government of Newfoundland had already 
made a proposition to giye five square 
tniles on each side of the proposed railway 
through thatprovinvo, and trom what he 
had heard from capitalists,both in England 
and Noya Scotia, he believed it would soon 
be undertaken and brought to completion, 
The hon, gentleman concluded by drawing 
from all these facts he had stated the con— 
closion that in an economical, commercial, 
and national point of view tho north shore 
was by far superior to any other route, and 
that no part of the Dominion would re- 
ceive greater benefits from it than the 
Great West, and he tien resumed his 
seat amid loud cheers. 

Mr. Youna said the gentleman opposite 
suid in effect that it was now too late— 
that the mischief was done.

In counties freeholders having property to 
the value of $200 or upwards would be en- 
titled to vote. This was higher than the 
qualification in Noya Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, but lower than in the upper provinces. 
‘This qualification would include nearly every 


land of less value than $200, By this bill 
tenants holding a written lease for five years, 
paying in rental of $20.0 year, would be en- 
titled to a vote after having “held such lease 
for one year. 'Tenaata renting land on shares, 
were to be placed on the same footing. The 
shares must be worth $20 to qualify the 
tenant, Parties purchasing land from the 
crown for $200 would also be qualified. ‘They 
had adopted the system that had obtained 
in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, and had 
provided that every person having an annual 
income of four hundred dollars from any 
source whatever should be entitled to vote. 
This latter provision applied to towns and 
sacar orate villages and cities aa well as to 
counties, In cities the owners of real estate 
to the value of $400, and tenants paying a 
yearly rental of $30 on a dwelling house and 
lot, not on a warehouse or shop, would be 
entitled to yote. The tenant must pay this 
yearly rent for one year before being qualified. 
In towns and incorporated villages the own- 
ersof real estate to the value of $300, and 
tenante paying a yoarly rental of $20, would 
be entitled to yote. With respect to the 
means of ascertaining who were qualified 
under this law the proposition of the govern- 
ment was this —there should be a commis- 
sion of three men in each constituency ap- 
pointed by government, and receiving a sala- 
ry, whose duty should be to hold an account 
in each district where there is a polling piace, 
and who should find out from every source of 
information within their reach who were 
legally qualified yoters and should prepare a 
Hat of such ander oath, This list should 
remain open for, say a month, to allow ot 
corrections, and to give time to constituents 
to have thoir attention called to it, The 
commission should then hold a final court 
and revise the list. This list should be aub- 
ject to another and final revision by the 
county judges in Ontarlo and New Brune- 
wick, by thociroult court judges In Quebec 
and by a board of revising barristers in Nova 
Scotia, The judges performing the duty to 
receive a small additional salary. This board 
of judges should meet annually and hear all 
objections and represuntations made before 
them. Withreforence to the qualification of 
membors of Parliament they proposed to fix 
it at $2,000, a certificate of qualification to 
be presonted on the day of nomination, 
whether nsked for or not, In case of the 
absence of a candidate he may leave such 
cortiflcate to his proposer,"to be by him hand.

Interesting Statistics. 


of information, It is nearly all figuros,it is 
true, and makes dry reading, but then ip 
these statistical tables are oftentimes to be 
found most important facts and most in- 
teresting and profitable reading,dry though 
it may appear to be, We have been dip- 
ping into the Blue Book again, and have 
compiled some interesting statistics. 
‘Taking the tables showing the revenue 
from the Customs duties of the Dominion 
for the year ending 80th June, 1868, we 
find tbe total amount received was $8,624,- 
$18 42. Of this,$2,222,162 07 was collect- 
ed in Ontario; $4,578,078 81 in Quebec; 
$1,040,401 73 in Nova Scotia, and $542,~ 
684 89 in New Brunswick. Amongst the 
receipts we find that Kingston contributed 
$9 82 as conscience money ;” Montreal is 
credited with $3 60 on the same account; 
while “Veritas” furnished $5 48 from 4 
similar source, In Ontario the port which 
collected the largest sum was Toronto, 
amounting to $958,632; the least sum $87, 
was collected at Saugeen, while it coat 
$559 21 to pay the expense of Sone it, 
The sum received at Belleville was $21,- 
485 48 ; expenses of the office $8,600. Ham. 
ilton collected $507,465. The principal 
port in Quebec of course is Montreal,which 
furnished $4,009,675, The port of Quebec 
returned $613,162, Halifax isthe chief port 
in Nova Scotia, contributing to the revenue 
the sum of $927,775 83; end St, John’sstands 
in the same relation to New Brunswick, re- 
turning the sum of $669,166. The smallest 
aum collected al any port was $5.42, at SC 
Annes, Nova Scotia, while it cost $80,54 to 
collect that sum,

The Public Acaounts 


A copy of the Public Accounts for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1868, has 
just been received. [tis » volumnious doc- 
ument, eccpying over 400 pages. The 
gross receipts of the Dominion, exclusive 
of those on account of the Province of 
Canada and the several Provinces, were 
$16,830,060 73—1eas loans $294,600 66.— 
The ordinary revenue of the Dominion was 
$13,835,460 07. The yross expenditure 
of the Dominion was $13,704,170 58—less 
redemptions $337,679 98, Balance, $13,- 
866,490 55—whereof on account of public 
works chargeable to the capital, $587,783 
$2—balance, $12,778,707 23; excess puy 
able beyond actual payments, $194,604 04. 
The ordinary expenditure of the Domioiou 
was $12,973,211 27; surplus, $862,248 80. 
Total, $13,835,460 07. It would, however, 
be taking too favorable a view of the cuse 
to consider $13,000,000 the normal expen- 
diture of the Dominion, exclusive ot pub- 
lic works chargeable to capital, and to as- 
siime a surplus of upwards of $800,000 in 
1867-68. 

The Auditors in their report say that in 
every year some of the receipts and expen 
ditures properly belonging to wne financial 
year, will always run over into the succeed- 

ing one. It is true that this will not be the 
case to the same extent as formerly, both 
because, in consequence of the new rule 
that appropriations lapse on the 30th June, 
greater exertions are made to bring all 
expenditures into the year in which a vote 
has been taken tor it, and because we ure 
now relieved by the Local Governments 
from most of those outside services, Crowu 
Lands, Administration of Justice, Educa— 
tion, Lunatic Asylums, &c., in which the 
great bulk of these arrears has occurred. 
Still, there will always be some such arrears: 
of the previous year, und no account is 
taken of them in the above statement, be- 
cause all the arrears of 1866-7, which ram 
over into 1867-8,have been charged against 
the several Provinces, and not against the 

Dominion. In order to form an estimate of 

the extent to which this has been the case 

in the present instance, we bave gone over 

the payment and receipts of the first two 

months of the current year, and we find 
¢ | there,$477,162 of expenditure, which clearly 
belonged to 1867-8, though paid in 1868 9, 
and $337,622 of revenue received in 1858 9. 
In the case of the revenue, this sum must 
be very near the truth, but the expenditure 
of the same kind is probably very much 
understated, as we didnot giveto each 
item the same close scrutiny which was ne- 
cessary in charging the several Provinces 
with the arrears of the previous year, and 
it probably would not be safe to assume 
that the balance of arrears really sy 
to 1867-8 was less than $300,000, whic! 
should therefore, be deducted from the ap- 
parent surplus. This fact will be important 
to bear in mind in instituting a comparison 
with future years. In ordinury years, 
amounts which now run over from the pre- 
vious year will probably be about balanced 
by the similar amounts which were paidin

The Interest Bill. 


Mr. Bowell and others who haye advo- 
cated limiting the rate of interes 
length succeeded in prevailing upon the 
Government to introduce a Bill, which, 
though it may not be all that could be 
wished, is astepin tho right direction, 
The resolutions to be taken into considera - 
tion on Friday next of which Mr, Rose has 
given notice are as follows, 

‘That it is expedient to provide that— 

1, Six per cent per annum sball continue 
to be the legal rate of interest in all cases 
where, by the agreement of the parties or 
by law, interest is payable, and no rate has. 
been fixed by the parties in writing or by 
law. 

2. Any rato of interest, not exceeding 
eight pér cent per aunum, may be paid im 
advance or otherwise, and being paid may 
be retained,or may be stipulated in writings 
and may be recovered. 

8, It any higher rate than eight per cent 
per anpum is stipulated, such rate shall be 
ipso facto reduced to six per cent per annie 
as a penalty, and that rate only shall be 
recoverable, and if any higher rate than 
eight per cent per annum be p: id, the ex~ 
cess of the rate paid over six per Cenk per 
annum, shall be recoverable by the parties 
paying it, provided the action for recover= 
ing it be brought within one year from the 
payment. 

4. All former laws zeapeckiae interest 
and usury shall be repealed, 

5. The foregoing “provisions shall apply

To planting an orclierd, always avoid 
placing trees in the same spot, or near where 
an old tree stood before, Experience hus 
taught that the growth of a young tree, in 
such w place, is slow and feeble ; the nour 
ishment adapted to thatkind of tree haying 
already been exbausted by the previous 
growcb, orreudered deleterious to the health 
of the newcomer by some action on the 
soil of the former occupant.  Decandoile 
and others, frou various experinionts, have 
been led to suppose that different excre- 
tions are discharged from the roots of dif’ 
ferent plants und trees, which may account 
lor thelr effects in deteriorating the soil 
tor the production of the same species, 
Whatever the theory, the tact js there; o 
very stubborn fuct, too, for the young tree 
to get over. We have seen the mischief of 
planting out even a small and thrifty pear 
tree where a large ove stood before, It has 
operated on the tree as a paralysis; in six 
years it has not grown six inches on any of 
it branches, though well cared for in res~ 

ect to manure and culture, This exper- 
lence is 30 common, that no cultivator of 
fruit trees pretends to deny it, and if any 
of our readers thinks it is only a myth, he 
can easily satisfy himself by trying it. 

If, however, a fruit tree—pear or apple— 
must be set ont where oue stood before, the 
best way is to remove all the soil from us 
large a space ra was occupied by the roots 
of the old tree, and fill it with fresh Soil, 
and especially with pasture turfs, This 
gives to the young tree an entirely new 
ground bed, in which to take its start 
under the most favorable circumstances. 


New York Farmers’ Club. 

Ata recent meeting of the New York 
Farmers’ club, the questions of ‘* Weeds” 
and “ Manures” were made subjects of dis- 
cussion, and elicited the following remarks, 
J. W. Vunderburg, Victor, N. Y., asks the 
club to discuss the source of weeds. He 
speaks of the often noticed fact, that after 
the ground has been broken to a consider- 
able depth, or the earth thrown up from 
the bottom of a pit or well, new aud curious 
weeds make their appearance on the sur- 
face thus exposed, He speaks of his ex- 
perience with the Canada thistle, und says 
he bas mastered it with clover. Cut clover 


June, Then cut again when clover seed 
is buryested, and plow undorin the spring, 
when the plants are feeble. 

I. P, Trimble—The seeds, alike of useful 
or noxious plants,are carried to a great dis- 
tance by birds. The down of thistle grains 
fionts it afar, I have often killed birds at 
different times of the year, and found in 
their claws the seeda of apples, of wild roses 
4nd sometimes of weeds, 

P. T, Quinn—There ia a class of seeds, 
the oleaginous, that keep in vigora great 
many years when buried, In sinking a 
well [ have seen rag-weed spring up rank, 
on carth that came from a depth of ten 
feet, und bad no mixture witli tlie soil. — 
White clover offers another example. 
While the soil is poor and lacks potash, at 
will not grow, but add manure, and it will 
spring up at once, 

J, E. Suodgrass—Will some gentleman 
tell me why white and not red clover will 
spring up when land bas an accession to 
its fertility? 

Tsuac P, Trimble—When Prof. Mapes 
Was with us he often spoke of manures 
being in a progressed state, As T under~ 
stood that word, he meant that a substance 
might be in the soilin abundance, but in 
such mineral condition,s0 compounded with 
other inert matters, that plants can make 
no use of it, This is true of potash. In 
4 granite soil there is an abundance of pot- 
asl, but often not in a progressive state,— 
‘The addition of 8 small quantity of manure 
that has a solyent power may release that 
potush, and white clover will spring up.— 
Red clover is more dependent on lime for 
its growth, and lime is not so readily re 
leased from its combinations as potash, 

We beara grent deal about dressing land 
with nitrate of soda and yarions other 
compounds, but does it everoccur to our 
agricultural friends that they poosess in 
the liquid manuro of their barnyards and 
pig pens, these, as well as that other fash. 
lonable ingredient,ammonia,in abundance? 
All of which, however, we see passing off 
down the ditches and high roads with 
every rain that falls, without any attempt 
to put& stop to the ruinous waste, while 
the owner is perhaps toiling for several 
miles to the city to bring back an expen 
sive article of nitrate or sulphate of soda, 
or some other fashionable stimulant, The 
thing is preposterous, and if a tradesman 
Were guilty of anything so perfectly 
thoaghtless and wasteful, his friends would 
Prognosticate his ruin at band ; but agri- 
culture bears it, and even thrives under it, 
when other trades would be destroyed by 
it. 


To order to bring out the eubject still 
more plainly, 1 will give a short account of 
experiments which have been made, and 
which prove the superior value of liquid 
manure, The first experiment was oun o 
pnsture, the soil sundy,subsoil sandy gravel 
and perfectly dry; four neres of the Held 
were well tmanured with frat quality of 
barnyard manureat the rate of tWwelye Lwo 
horsé loads per ucré. ‘Thin manure was 
applied in Febraary, ‘The remainder of the 
fleld (about un acre) was manured with

First, have stout,taperiug plants, by giving 
them plenty of room, sunlight and air, from 
the commencement of growth, ‘Then study 
the habits of the plant, and you will seo that 
from the main stem, it throws out, at inter- 
vals, long, rough leaves and at a later period, 
from above the junction of these leaves with 
the stem, start out secondry stems, with the 
same habit as the original. These continue 
to multiply themselves uotll you have a large 
vine, aud plenty of small green fruit, neces 
sarily late in ripening, for the season that tho 
force of the plant has been spending in pro 
ducing vine. Do not watt thus Nong and 
think toremedy the matter by slashing off 
the vine at random, to let in sunlight, a6 lao 
common practice, begin with the plant in 
UUme, and train it toguit you. The time to 
begin trimming is just when the firat cluster 
offlower buds beginto appear, This will 
geaerally be at the junction of the further 
Afth leaf mentioned. At this time the secon 
dary stems will be seen just above the junc- 
tion of all the leaves below. Here begin 
your work. Pinch them all offat once, and 
when they start out again as they will, pinch 
off again until you conquer, You have now 
stopped the making of yine below this clus- 
ter of flower buds, and ell the strength and 
Juices of the plant are sent upwards pushing 
forward the cluster of flowers and the secon 
dary stems above. After a little commence 
your work above, and pinch off all these sec~ 
ondary stems, except enough to leave five or 
six clusters of fruit. Your vine solong us 
you continue to pinch off these stems, is 
checked both top and botvom, Keep it tied 
upton strong stuke,andin due time your 
vine will be almost completely hidden by « 
mss of ripe fruit, all in the sunlight —

How 1 the spiritual mind to be kept spirit- 
ual? Willa renewed heart “ keep aweut" of 
Itself; or will it tend back toward corruption 
again? Will grace live within us without 
watching? Will spirituality grow without 
tillage of the heart garden ? 

To there questions Christlan experience 
says, Vo/ Conversion brings a man into a 
new state—'‘all things have become new ;” 
but yot there js a stiff undercurrent running 
toward the old state, No conyerted man, 
however, thoroughly renewed by the Divine 
Spiric, will stay converted unless God watch 
over him and he watch over himself. Con- 
version ja simply the turning of the heart 
from sin to the Saviour ; and,unloss the heart 
hold fast to Christ, and Chriat hold fast to it, 
that heart will drop away lato self-indulgence, 
pride, unbelief, and besetting sins, Paul 
would not have remaiued Paul for four and 
twenty hours if divine power had not kept 
him. ‘Not l, but Christ that liveth In mo,” 
“Tecan doall things—through Christ who 
strengtheneth me,” What are the essential 
things to muintaln spiritual mindedness? 

1. Prayer, of course, comes among the 
foremost. Not saying prayers ; but praylog. 
A dall, formal, monoronous repetition of de- 
vout phrases every night and moroing puts 
the conaclence to sleep, just as a low, croon: 
ing tone puts a baby to sleepin a cradle— 
But genuine prayer is quitea different thing 
from that, It la the soul's keeping the track 
open, and maintaluloy & constant Intercourse 
with God, Prayer is just as vitala thing to 
my heart as are the water pipes In my house 
that connects with the Ridgewood Reservoir, 
A double office belongs to the conduit pipe 

of prayer; {t serves at once at the inlet of 
grace, and as the outlet of gratitude. I 
thank God for what he gives; and I receive 
the gifts to be thankful for.

Minister Motley’s Instructions, 

Tn reference to the instructious given to 
Mr. Motley, United States Minister to Eng- 
land, the Washington correspondent of the 
Evening Post of the 18th, saya:— 

Tn regard to the Alabama Claims ques- 
tion,and the so called instructions given to 
Mr. Motley, it has been ascertained from 
very trustworthy sources that there is 
no desire on the part of the President to 
Tu-open negotiations with England. Io his 
judgment the question ought to be set at 
rest aa speedi'y as possible, But he main- 
tains that it is for the British Government 
to say whether they desire it to remain in 
ita present shape. In framing the instruc 
tions given to Mr. Motley, the President 
insisted that this policy should predomi- 
nate and be closely adhered to ; but Secre 
tary Fish thought otherwise, and it was 
not until the President evinced his deter- 
mination to carry out his own ideas of 
what should be our foreign policy that the 
Secretary yielded. The President has 
also spoken Lis mind pretty freely about 
the manner in which foreign nffairs are 
conducted by the Senate, und in 4 way not 
at all complimentary to that body. Lead 
ing politicians who have either recently 
been or are now here likewise express their 
opinions quite openly, snd say that con- 
siderable dissatisfaction exists among the 
thinking men of the country, and that a 
movement will be made during the next 
session of Congress to s0 amend the Con- 
stitution as to restrict their extraordinary 
powers in ratifying treaties. They say that 
at present nobody contests their constitu- 
tional right to consider and ratity treaties, 
but nevertheless, it is perfectly apparent 
that the Senate is drifting without any. 
consistent p litical principles, and. that 
their course 1s very aften prompted by 
micie caprico, If it was eCe aT they 
say, to ratify the Alaska purchase that this 
Government might maintein {ts honor 
with Russia on uccount of the action of 
the Executive, then why not ratify the 
Sandwich Islands treaty, and the Danish 
treaty, which were not eyen considered in 
due time, It {s well to know here that the 
English Legation bad, up to the day of 
the Alabamu treaty, positive assurances 
that it would be postponed “until Decem- 
ber, With these facts before: them it is 
cluimed that the rejection of the treaty 
Waa the effect of temporary excitement, 
and not the exhibition of cool, dispassion- 
ate sixtesmunship, These matters have 
ulready been discussed among the members 
of Gen, Granv’s Cabint, and are beginning 
to attract attention among other public 
men,

Emigration Matters, 


The Voronto Daily Telegraph gives the 
following account of the arrival ofa lot of 
English emigrants at that port, and what 
disposition was made of them ;—Yesterdny 
afternoon about two o'clock, 107 
of the dockyard Government employees 
recently dischurged by the present British 
Government, and who came out by the 
transport steamslip ‘Serapis,’ arrived here 
by train.

Tn the County of Hastings the number 
of acres assessed in 1867, was 631,968 ; 
number of ratepayers assessed, 7,901; as 
seased value of real estate, $3,620,111 ; »:

amount of taxable incomes, $7,100; Cor- 
poration debentures afloat, $175,080; due 
to the Municipal Loan Fund, $104,509, 

The whole amount due the Muncipal 
Loan Fund in 1867 from the Municipali- 
ties in Ontario, including cities and towns, 
was $10,260,151, The Municipality owing 
the most to this fund was Lapvark, which 
footed up $1,251,109; the next highest is 
Lincoln, which owed $848,964; Brant 
comes next, owing $782,696. The three 
next Municipalities which owe each ubout 
halfa million, are Northumberland and 
Durham, Norfolk and Perth, Hastings 
owed $104,509, 

We often complain about the large 
Amounts which are annually expended on 
the Roads and Bridges in this County, 
but when We compare this expenditure 
with that of other Counties, itis compara- 
tively u flea-bite, Tuke for instance the 
County of Carleton, which assessed in 1867 
only 6,187 ratepayers, and expended on 
roads and bridges the sum of $96,818; 
while the County of Hastings, with 7,901 
ratepayers usseased, expended only $8,781. 
Tu the same year Lambton with 6,686 rate- 
payers, expended $44,927 on the same 
account, Ianark, with 5,932 ratepayers, 
expended $32,178 ; and-Norfolk with 5,787 
ratepayers, expended $82,741, There are 
several other Counties which paid on this 
account during 1867, sums ranging from 
$20,000 to $36,000, 


The Route Settled. 


When Mr, Mackenzie was making his 
last great effort in the House of Commons

Odors in Milk, 

Whatover bo the grade of cows and the | 
quality of milk, much depends upon its 
management, A good deal of care and | 
attention are requisite for the attaloment 
of the beat possible rewulte with such milk 
as we may have to work up. But before 
we come to the process of milking, let ua] 
look a moment at the effect of food in re 
gard to tainte or the flavor of milk 

It id now universally conceded that the 

| flavor ax woll as the quality of the mille | 


| depends very materially upon the food of 
the cow, Conrau awanip grasses and weeds 
do not produce as rich or sweet milk as 
clover, timothy and red top, grown on dry, 
upland foil; while swamp water gives a 
rauker fayor than the sweet spring and 
brook water of hilly regions, Leeks 
not the only weeds which tuint the milk 
before it is taken from the cow. All rani 
vegetable growth lend a vimilar influence 
to injure flavor, Indeed, that which the 
cow vate Is what she makes the milk ol, 
ancl if these offensive things are taken into 
her syater, she can not be expected to turn 
out mille that will not partake of thoir 
qualities, any more than & man can be ex- 
pected to make sweet cider of sour apples 
by running them through the mill and 
press. Even the atmosphere which the 
cows breathes affects tho flavor of the milk 
Carrion in the lot where the cows feed has 
been known to impart its odor to the milk 
ot the dairy, Dirty stables and barnyards, 
the odor of which ia breathed by the cows, 
mukes the milk “taste of the barnyard,” | 
as the common expression goes, 

It becomes of the greatest importance, 
therefore, that cows should have clean,aweet 
pastures to feed in, and cloan spring or 
brook water to drink ; also, that they should 
have clean, well-ventilated stables, to 
stand in, and be milked in clean yards or 
stubles, ag free from all taints and odor as 
possible, The cows should not be burried 
driving with a dog, or by a man or boy on 
horseback, as this feyers the milk, giving 
it an unwholesome quality, leading to 
rapid decay as well us producing bac 
flavor, 

And, if quantity as weil as quality is to 
be attained, pastures must cuntain plenty 
of feed, so that the cow will soon fill her 
stomach and then lie down or stand in the 
shade and ruminate at ease, instead of 
working constantly from morning to night 
to gather food enough to satisfy her, She 
must bave water handy, instead of away 
back in some retired corner of a large pua- 
ture, a3 she naturally wants to drink a 
few swallows quite often in warm weather, 
but will go until she gets excessively dry 
unl feverish before she will travel w long 
distance to get water, When thus very 
dry, she drinks un inordinate quantity, 
which makes her feel Leayy and uncom- 
fortable—and whatever annoys & cow 
lessens the flow and reduces the quality of 
the mill, 

A little common sense. inust make these 
things apparent to every reasoning mind, 
Cows muat have plenty of clean, whole 
some food and cold water, and must be 
every Way made comfortable and contented, 
ir the largest flow and beat quality of milk 
is expected, The cow is sure to show, not 
only her own naturally good or bad quali- 
ties, but her keep and care, jn the milk 
pail. There isno cheating her. She will 
make a corresponding discount or dividend 
on every iota of ill or good treatment she 
receives, In this, she ig an exact account 
uut, and she will insist upon keeping the 
account square, 

Milk requires not only favorable condi- 
tions for its production,as above indicated, 
but needs great care and cleanliness after it 
is drawn from the cows, A foul yard or 
stable willimpurt its odors to the milk, 
Uncleanliness in milking not only gets filth 
into the milk, bat taints and dnjurea its 
flavor, Some, for this reason, recommend 
washing the cow's bag before milking, But 
if this washing is done with cold water by 
the milker, itis quite likely to consume 
time, cool the bag and cause the cow to 
hold up a portion ofthe mess, Experience 
shows that the quicker the milk can be 
drawn, alter the operation is commenced,

the better the yield. It washing is done,it 
should be with warm or tepid water, and 
be the work of one person, who should go 
through the whole dairy in advance of the 
milkers, But, in our opinion, where the 
stable or yard is kept clean,a careful bPish- 
ing of the bag with the hands before be- 
ginning, and care in holding the pail a 
little toward you from under the teats will 
obviate all the evilsof uncleanliness from 
milking; and, certain it {s, where all the 
surroundings ure dirty, no amount of wash- 
ing the cow's bag will get rid of the bad 
effects of the odors arising from the filth. 
Olean quarters for milking are indispens- 
able to the furnishing of sweet,nice-flayored 
milk. 

Cleanliness in all the patls, cans, strainers, 
and whatever comes in contact with the milk 
fs equally necessary, Thorough washing, 
not omitting the use of soap, scalding and 
airing are the only things that will keep 
them sweet and free from taint. All imple- 
ments and utensils should be as free from 
sharp corners as possible us these are difficult 
to clean, and milk is apt to be loft in them to 
come in contact with the new milk and in. 
fect it asa small quanuty of yeast leavens 
a batch of bread. The milk will, therefors, 
foon begin tofermentand taint, producing 
one of the worst conditions which the cheese 
maker hus to contend with, and rendering it 
{mpoasible for him to make firm, clean flavor- 
ed cheese of the milk. In nocase should 
wooden vessels be used for milk. The grata 
will absorb the milk, and no amountof. 
washing and scalding will get it entirely out 
What remains will get frowy and impart its 
infection to the warm milk and cause it to 
rapidly taint. Tin vessels are the best of 
anything yet devised, and recommended 
universally by the best dairymen and by the 
American Dairyman'’s Association. ‘Those 
with pressed or round bottoms, having no in- 
side angles for ferments to collect in, are pre~ 
ferable, These can be obtained for a trifiv if 
apy more money than common tin pails cost, 
and sould receive the preference of dairy— 
men when purchasing 

In short, the greatest care should be taken 
to have all things strictly clean—not only 
those that come in contact with the mille but 
those surrounding it. The milkers should be 
as clean, careful and expeditious as possible 
avolding all unnecessary or unusual motions 
and everything calculated to alarm or exolte 
the cows, ‘Then, if the cows have had pro 
per food, drink, care and treatment, there is 
little reason to apprehend anything gbjection 
able in elthor the Ananuity or quality of the 
milk.—Utica Herald.
